Circuit Clerk’s Office reopens 
Tuesday in new Judicial Center

When the Circuit 
Clerk’s Office re-opens 
after the Labor Day 
holiday, they will in their 
new offices in the Judicial 
Center. Closed since 
Monday, August 26th, 
Circuit Clerk Kathy Free 
and her staff spent a busy 
week moving all their files 
and equipment, and getting 
ready for business. 

In 2008, the judicial 
center project was 
authorized by the Kentucky 
General Assembly with 
funding approved in 2010. 
The new judicial center 
was one of 40 approved at 
a cost of $15.6 million. The 
building is approximately 
34,993 square feet in two 
floors and houses not only 
the Circuit Clerk’s Office, 
but separate courtrooms 
for District Court, Circuit 
Court, and eventually 
Family and Drug Courts. 

When our current 
courthouse was built 
almost 100 years ago in 
1915, no one could foresee 
the growth of our area and 
the subsequent growth of 
our criminal justice system. 
Due to the growth in our 
area, courthouse offices 
have been pushed to their 
storage limits and beyond. 
In 2001 the courthouse 
subsequently expanded its 
footprint on its current lot 
adding additional office 
space for the Circuit 
Clerk’s Office, restrooms, 
and an additional office 
area for County Clerk Rae 
Jean Poe. That expansion 
was completed in 2003. 

Sadly, in 50 to 100 
years the additional space 


has the potential for the same 
space limitations faced by 
today’s offices. Unfortunately 
with the economic growth 
we desperately need in our 
county, additional growth in 
our criminal justice system 
will also occur. 

With the completion 
of the new Judicial Center 
and the relocating of the 
Circuit Clerk’s office and the 
courtroom, those offices left 
in the courthouse will be able 


to expand their current space 
by relocating a few offices. 
As each office moves to their 
new area, small amounts of 
renovation will take place in 
the areas they leave making 
room for the next person. 

The Sheriff’s Department 
will be moving into the 
office vacated by the Circuit 
Clerk in the coming months. 
The PVA will be moving 
into the former office of 
County Attorney Mike Clark 


who moved out of the 
courthouse and into his 
private office across the 
street. Once those two 
areas are vacated and 
renovated, County Clerk 
Rae Jean Poe will expand 
her office space into the 
area previously inhabited 
by the Sheriff and PVA 
offices. The Circuit Clerks’ 
new hours will be Mon. 
- Fri. 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
Sat. 8:30 to 11:30 a.m.

St. Paul Evangelical 
Lutheran Church Continued 

The records show that 
elaborate dedicatory services 
were held December 23-28, 
1928 

The congregation com¬ 
memorated the tenth anniver¬ 
sary of the dedication of the 
church building, Christmas 
Day, December 25, 1938. The 
speakers for this festive occa¬ 
sion were Rev. Jacob A. Dell, 
D. D., professor of Practical 
Theology, Capital University, 
pastor of the congregation 
1912-16 and Rev. William F. 
Frey, pastor of Peace Lutheran 
Church, Amheim, Ohio, who 
has faithfully served the Cha¬ 
tham Church on numerous oc¬ 
casions. 

For many years this church 
has preached and taught the 
Word of God and has admin¬ 
istered the sacraments accord¬ 
ing to the Lord’s institution. 
As to its influence in the com¬ 
munity it has always striven to 
mould (sic) its members with 
the Christ-like spirit that men 
might see their good works 
and glorify the Father which is 
in heaven. In prosperity and in 
depression it has been a faith¬ 
ful witness to the truth and has 
given honorable citizens to 
the community. Her slogan is 
“We preach Christ” and in this 
spirit she extends a warm wel¬ 


come to everyone. 

Following is a list of 
pastors who have served the 
church—Rev. Andes, 1875- 
1880; Wm. Roeper, 1880- 
1886; J.B.Mantz, 1886-1888;

Fairview Christian Church - 

The early Fairview congrega¬ 
tion worshipped in the school 
house. There was a congrega¬ 
tion at Cherry Grove, where 
settlers worshipped previous to 
the founding their church. The 
Cherry Grove congregation 
later merged with this one. As 
time went on and more homes 
were established, it was nec¬ 
essary to build a new building 
to be used as a school house 
and a church. This was built 
near where the home of Alva 
Monson stands, somewhere 
near the year 1862, or later, 
for the boys who were home 
on furlough from the Civil 
War gave a substantial offer¬ 
ing toward the building of the 
third school house which is 
now Alva Monson’s home.

Swords Into Plow Shares & Guns Into Guitars 

Pedro Reyes is a Mexican artist who turns guns into 
musical instmments, making everything from guitars to 
flutes out of confiscated weapons. Since it is virtually 
impossible to legally purchase a firearm in Mexico, almost 
all of Mexico’s illegal weapons have come from “straw 
buyers” in the United States which are then smuggled 
into Mexico. Reyes puts the gun violence in Mexico into 
context by comparing it with the United States, noting that 
while the mass shootings which happen roughly once a 
month in the United States are a tragedy, they are a daily 
occurrence in Mexico. Indeed, at the height of the “drug 
wars” which continue to afflict Mexico, Ciudad Juarez (a 
city of roughly 1.3 million people) was averaging about 
10 gun deaths per day. Reyes came to prominence for a 
project in 2008 in which he melted down over 1500 guns 
and made shovels from them, which were then used to 
plant trees. Perhaps the upshot of his work, and his art, 
is that we should be investing more in instruments of 
agriculture and music and less in instruments of death.

My name is Danielle 
Wills and my life changed 
forever on February 4th, 
2012 when I was diagnosed 
with breast cancer.

Subject of a Somewhat 
Delicate Nature 


There are delicate blood ves¬ 
sels in the retina at the back of the 
eye that are susceptible to diabe¬ 
tes-induced damage that leads to 
swelling and leakage and results 
in blurred vision. In other cases, 
abnormal blood-vessel growth 
on the retina’s surface and blood 
leakage causes severe blood 
leakage causes severe vision loss.

There are several new 
pageant events this year for 
the Robertson County Farm 
Bureau Agriculture Fair held 
on Friday, Sept. 20. All pag¬ 
eants are open. All pageants 
will be held at the Robertson 
County School Cafeteria/ 
stage area. Registration for 
the baby show will be 4 p.m. 
with these divisions: 0-6, 
7-12, 13-23 months dressed 
in casual wear for both boys 
and girls. There is a $10 en¬ 
try fee and 1 st , 2 nd , 3 rd place 
trophies will be awarded in 
each division. 

At 4:30 p.m. the baby 
show begins and registra¬ 
tion begins for one year old, 
2 year old, 3 year old, and 4 
year old girls and boys. 1 st , 
2nd, 3 rd place trophies will 
be awarded in each division. 
Participants will be judged in 
casual wear and a parent will 
walk on with the child. There 
is a $10 entry fee. 

The following pageants 
will follow the State Fair 
rules. 

Registration for the Lit¬ 
tle Miss and Mister contest 

will begin at 6p.m. and con¬ 
test at 6:30 p.m.

A 
copy of the birth certificate is 
encouraged, and will be sub¬ 
mitted to the state. They will 
be judged on personality, ap¬ 
pearance, and on-stage inter¬ 
view.

The Teen will 
show in Evening gown and 
on-stage question. $50 entry 
fee, and the ages are 13-15. 
You must be 13 by Oct. 31, 
2013 and not have turned 16 
by Oct. 31, 2013. The place 
awards with the winner re¬ 
ceiving sash, tiara, trophy, 
and 2 nights lodging during 
the state competition, and 
trophies for 2 nd and 3 rd place 
winners. 

The Miss pageant will 
be split between pre-teen 
and teen with the girls mod¬ 
eling in the one piece swim 
suit and after Teen pageant 
in their evening gown.

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Senate Report 
from Frankfort

State Senator Katie Stine to 
Represent Bracken County 

Hello! My name is Katie 
Kratz Stine. I am President 
Pro-Tern of the Kentucky 
State Senate and am excited 
to be your new state senator. 
It is our Constitutional duty 
every ten years to realign our 
voting districts according to 
population after each census. 
Due to population shifts, the 
24th State Senatorial District 
now includes Bracken Coun¬ 
ty in addition to Pendleton 
and Campbell counties. I’m 
very happy to again repre¬ 
sent the people of Bracken 
County having done so in the 
4 90s when I was first elected 
to public office as a State 
Repre sentati ve, repre sent- 
ing Foster. It will be great 
to get reacquainted. Every 
week during session (and 
quite frequently outside of 
that), I write an update from 
Frankfort discussing the im¬ 
portant issues being debated 
and voted on. I look forward 
to sharing my thoughts and 
votes with you and hope that 
you’ll feel free to contact my 
office to share your thoughts 
or let me know how I can 
best serve you. 

I have served in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly for 19 years, 
being first elected to the Ken¬ 
tucky State House of Repre¬ 
sentatives in 1994 and then 
the Senate in 1998. I was 
elected Senate President Pro 
Tempore in January 2005, 
becoming the first woman 
in Kentucky history to hold 
that position. As the second 
highest ranking Senate mem¬ 
ber, I preside over the Senate 
when the President is absent 
or unable to do so. 

I am the vice chair of the 
Committee on Committees, 
the Rules Committee, and 
the Judiciary Committee. I 
also serve on the Economic 
Development, Tourism and 
Labor Committee, the En¬ 
rollment Committee, and the 
Health and Welfare Com¬ 
mittee. I live in Southgate in

Campbell County with my 
husband, Judge Fred “Fritz” 
Stine, and I have two won¬ 
derful children, Caroline and 
Fritz. I am the daughter of 
Dr. Robert C. Kratz and the 
daughter-in-law of Dr. Fred 
A. Stine. There are several 
ways to contact me which I 
have listed at the end of this 
report. 

In other news, since the 
Legislature was scheduled to 
be in Frankfort, Senate and 
House Leadership decided to 
move all of August’s interim 
committee meetings to this 
week, in order to offset the 
cost of a Special Session. 

The Health and Welfare 
Committee met where we 
had an animated discussion 
about Obamacare’s health¬ 
care exchanges which the 
Governor has implemented 
in Kentucky without leg¬ 
islative approval. I raised 
numerous questions about 
what authority the Governor 
had to spend tax-dollars to 
hire more people and cre¬ 
ate a whole new agency of 
government. Will there be 
audits? Will there be tax in¬ 
creases to pay for this? There 
were no answers to these and 
other questions because the 
Governor declined to send 
anyone from the Cabinet of 
Health and Family Services 
or the Department of Insur¬ 
ance to discuss these mat¬ 
ters. 

Finally, as a woman and 
as a leader, I wanted to share 
my observations regarding 
the sexual harassment al¬ 
legations swirling around 
the Capitol this week. There 
were allegations of sexual 
harassment of women work¬ 
ing in House Leadership of¬ 
fices. It is alleged that when 
they complained to their 
superiors, those complaints 
were swept under the rug. I 
have called upon the Legis¬ 
lative Research Commission 
(LRC) to explain what ac¬ 
tions were taken and to re¬ 
view what their process is so 



that we can ensure that these 
claims are taken seriously. 
Frankfort can be a challeng¬ 
ing place for women but 
those challenges should nev¬ 
er include enduring sexual 
harassment, assault, or intim¬ 
idation. If allegations are true 
of actions that occurred in 
the House, then they must be 
investigated and prosecuted 
to the fullest extent possible. 
It is unacceptable for anyone 
to have to endure abuse but 
worse still that those injuries 
could be compounded by 
their pleas for help falling on 
deaf ears. It is my hope that 
due process will be followed 
but more than that, that both 
men and women find a place 
and a culture here where 
they can serve the people of 
Kentucky professionally and 
be treated with respect and 
dignity while doing so. 

With the Governor’s sig¬ 
nature on House Bill 1, the 
redistricting bill, this special 
session is now one for the 
history books. I will contin¬ 
ue to attend committee meet¬ 
ings in Frankfort periodical¬ 
ly as we review legislation in 
preparation for January.

A good admissions 
essay may mean more 
money for college 

Some colleges, especial¬ 
ly private schools, require 
an essay as part of their ad¬ 
missions process for college 
freshmen. That essay may 
also help when it comes to 
paying for college, according 
to the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Generally, the more ex¬ 
clusive the college, the more 
important the essay may be 
in admissions and financial 
aid decisions. 

Essays let schools learn 
more about students than just 
what the application shows. 
That gives writers a chance 
to set themselves apart. 

Students should put time 
and effort into an admissions 
essay. Colleges want students 
who can express themselves 


clearly, using proper spelling, 
grammar and punctuation. It 
may take several drafts to get 
it right, but the essay needs 
to be well written and free of 
errors. Students should have 
a teacher, school counselor 
or parent review the essay 
before submitting it to the 
college. The better the essay, 
the better a student’s chance 
of being accepted at a top 
school. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers Ken¬ 
tucky’s student aid programs, 
including the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cational Excellence Scholar¬ 
ship (KEES).

Statewide Screening announced for Kindergarteners 

All school districts will screen incoming kindergarteners for key learning skills 


Within the first few 
weeks of school, every Ken¬ 
tucky kindergartener is being 
screened for school readi¬ 
ness - the results of which 
will provide a vast amount of 
valuable information to as¬ 
sist teachers, schools, fami¬ 
lies, child care providers and 
preschools in preparing Ken¬ 
tucky’s youngest students for 
success. 

Governor Steve Beshear, 
First Lady Jane Beshear and 
Education Commissioner 
Terry Holliday announced 
today that every school dis¬ 
trict will utilize the Brigance 
Kindergarten Screener, a tool 
used by many states to gauge 
a child’s preparedness for 
school. During last year’s 
pilot program, 109 school 
districts voluntarily used the 
screener, which helps teach¬ 
ers and schools target the best 
ways to meet the needs of 
each child in the classroom. 

“Kentucky is proud to 
be implementing a common 
kindergarten screener that 
considers the whole child,” 
said Gov. Beshear. “With the 
implementation of the screen¬ 
er, we will now have data to 
inform and build upon the 
work in early childhood that 
has taken place in Kentucky 
for more than 20 years.” 

“As a former teacher, I 
understand how getting to 
know a student’s needs and 
abilities early in the school 
year can make a big differ¬ 
ence in helping that child to 
succeed,” said Mrs. Beshear. 
“This screener can quickly 
show teachers each student’s 
‘starting point’, and lesson 
plans and teaching styles can 
be molded to maximize their 
effectiveness. This will be a 
wonderful tool not only for 
the schools, but for families 
as well.” 

The Governor, First 
Lady and Commissioner 
made today’s announcement 
at Frankfort’s Early Learning 
Village, which has a full-day 
kindergarten program. The 
school is using the screener 
for the first time this year. 
Most kindergarteners were 
screened at a registration day 
before school began. 

How the screener works 


The screener is not a test 
or entrance exam for kin¬ 
dergarten, nor does it deter¬ 
mine a child’s placement in 
a classroom. Age is the only 
requirement to attend kinder¬ 
garten in Kentucky. 

The screener lasts about 
20 minutes and provides a 
snapshot of the child’s cur¬ 
rent development and abili¬ 
ties. The student doesn’t 
have to leave the classroom, 
and the screeners are admin¬ 
istered by an adult the child 
knows, such as a teacher or 
certified elementary school 
personnel. 

Students will be asked 
to perform tasks such as 
drawing a person or identi¬ 
fying body parts like ankles 
or shoulders. They will be 
asked if they know their first 
and last names, their age, 
and the alphabet. Some may 
be asked to count as high as 
they can, or to stand on one 
foot. Each of these screen¬ 
ing questions helps indicate 
the child’s awareness, motor 
skills, engagement, and other 
skills. A student cannot “fail” 
the screener. 

Parents will also be asked 
to fill out a form explaining 
their child’s habits and in¬ 
terests, which can provide a 
more complete view of the 
student for the school. 

Data collected in the pi¬ 
lot districts last year indicates 
that a majority of children 
are socially and emotionally 
ready to succeed as they enter 
school. However, many stu¬ 
dents did not achieve at high 
levels in the cognitive, lan¬ 
guage and motor domains. 

“Based on last year’s 
data, only about 28 percent 
of students start kindergarten 
ready to succeed without ad¬ 
ditional supports,” said Edu¬ 
cation Commissioner Terry 
Holliday. “We need to work 
with parents and early learn¬ 
ing providers to better ready 
students for school and in 
turn our schools also must 
be ready to address student 
learning needs from day one 
to ensure students are suc¬ 
cessful and on track through¬ 
out school so they graduate 
college/career-ready.” 

How screener information 


will be used 

Research shows that 
exposure to high-quality 
learning environments and 
developmentally appropri¬ 
ate experiences from birth to 
five years old are critical for 
children to achieve success in 
kindergarten. 

Communities and school 
districts will utilize the 
screener data to enhance 
needed supports and re¬ 
sources for families and early 
childhood programs in the 
areas of cognitive, language 
and motor development for 
young children. 

Later this year, the 
screener data will be aggre¬ 
gated and reported publicly 
by district and county. This 
information will be used 
to inform decision-making 
about early childhood sys¬ 
tems and to identify state and 
local challenges in school 
readiness. Over time, this 
will allow districts to mobi¬ 
lize communities in targeting 
goals for families and stu¬ 
dents, and will also provide 
opportunities to measure im¬ 
provements with meaningful 
data. 

Preparing your child 
for kindergarten 

Families can help ensure 
their child will be ready by 
doing simple everyday ac¬ 
tivities such as reading with 
their children every day, en¬ 
couraging curiosity, answer¬ 
ing questions and having 
conversations with their child 
about the world around them, 
even if the children aren’t yet 
talking. It is never too early 
to start doing these activities. 

“Children who start 
school ready are more likely 
to graduate from high school 
ready for college or a career,” 
said Terry Tolan, executive 
director of the Governor’s 
Office of Early Childhood. 
“We are committed to help¬ 
ing every child be ready to 
succeed when they arrive at 
kindergarten.”

NCI designation 
means new 
Treatments, Clinical 
Trials for Cynthiana 
Cancer Patients 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky Markey Cancer Center 
announced on July 12th that 
it is only the 68th medical 
center in the country and the 
first in Kentucky to earn a 
prestigious National Cancer 
Institute Designation, a dis¬ 
tinction that signifies nation¬ 
al excellence in clinical care 
and cancer research.

struction project or yard work 
at home, Louisville Gas and 
Electric Company and Ken¬ 
tucky Utilities Company tell 
consumers to call Kentucky 
811 to prevent digging into 
and damaging underground 
utilities, otherwise known as 
a third-party dig-in. 

Kentucky law requires 
excavators to contact opera¬ 
tors of underground utilities 
before performing any exca¬ 
vation work. 

Kentucky 811 is a free 
statewide computer-operated 
communication system. 

When consumers call 
811 to submit a “locate re¬ 
quest,” this request is sent to 
each member company that 
provides natural gas, electric, 


telephone, cable and water 
service in the requested area. 
Each company will then ei¬ 
ther mark its underground 
lines or notify the individual 
if there are no underground 
lines in the area. 

In 2012, the 811 call 
center took nearly 130,000 
requests for LG&E gas and 
electric lines and KU electric 
lines. 

LG&E and KU actively 
educate excavators and the 
general public about the im¬ 
portance of calling 811 be¬ 
cause this service protects 
public safety and prevents 
costly damages. 

For example, LG&E Gas 
Regulatory Services Team 
Leader Danny Martin has 
spent the last nine years in¬ 
vestigating dig-in damages 
and working closely with 
excavators and the general 
public about the importance 
of 811 to prevent damages to 
LG&E gas lines. 


In turn, damage to LG&E 
gas lines has reduced by 50 
percent and the company’s 
annual cost of repairing gas 
line damages caused by third- 
party dig-ins has reduced 66 
percent since 2003. 

Follow these four impor¬ 
tant safe-digging steps: 

1. Call 811 at least two 
business days in advance. 

2. Wait the required 
amount of time. 

3. Respect the marks that 
outline the underground util¬ 
ity lines and equipment. 

4. Dig with care.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Last week, the General 
Assembly returned to the 
Capitol to re-draw the geo¬ 
graphic lines that govern the 
100-member House and the 
38-member Senate. 

It’s something we and 
every other state are called 
upon to do each decade, to 
reflect the differences in pop¬ 
ulation found by the Census. 

Normally, this would be 
done during a regular legis¬ 
lative session, which is what 
the House attempted to do 
earlier this year. The Sen¬ 
ate requested this wait until 
early next year, however, so 
that we could fully focus on 
putting our pension systems 
for state and local govern¬ 
ments on much firmer finan¬ 
cial footing, legislation that 
is expected to save taxpay¬ 
ers billions of dollars in the 
years ahead. 

That timetable for re¬ 
districting was forced to 
change, however, when two 
federal lawsuits were filed 
several months ago in at¬ 
tempt to speed the process 
up. To avoid the possibility 
of federal judges drawing the 
maps, Governor Beshear had 
no choice but to call legisla¬ 
tors into special session. 

Those who follow this is¬ 
sue may recall that this is the 
second time the matter has 
been contested in court. Last 
year, the Kentucky Supreme 
Court ruled that the maps we 
previously passed into law 
needed to be changed. In the 
House’s case, they said we 
could not split more coun¬ 
ties than mathematically re¬ 
quired, even though our map 
had split the same number 
of small counties as the map 
that became law in 2002. 

To follow that new re¬ 
quirement, that means we 
can split 22 counties larger 
than a House district and just 
two others so we can make 
sure that each district is no 
more than five percent above 
or below the target popula¬ 
tion of about 43,000 people. 
We also have to ensure that 
minority-voting rights are 
properly preserved. 

This past week, both the 
House and Senate saw the 
process work smoothly, and 


the result was strong, bipar¬ 
tisan support in both cham¬ 
bers. Our hope is that the 
federal judges will find that 
these maps meet all of the re¬ 
quirements. 

Assuming that is the 
case, all 138 districts will see 
changes. Even areas that did 
not gain or lose much popu¬ 
lation have to be altered, be¬ 
cause they all have to fit like 
pieces of a puzzle. 

As the plan exists cur¬ 
rently, the 70th Representa¬ 
tive District will be com¬ 
posed of Bracken, Fleming, 
Mason and Robertson coun¬ 
ties. It has been an honor and 
a privilege to represent the 
people of Bracken, Fleming 
and Mason, and I look for¬ 
ward to the inclusion of Rob¬ 
ertson into the 70th District. 

My pledge to all of the 
people I serve continues to 
be that I will work hard to 
represent them as fairly as 
possible so that they have a 
voice in Frankfort. 

Many of you have ques¬ 
tioned why this process has 
taken so long, and like you, 
I wish it could have been re¬ 
solved much more quickly. 
However, I am pleased that 
the public now has plenty of 
time to get comfortable with 
these changes, which will 
take effect statewide follow¬ 
ing the next general election 
in November 2014. 

There has been a lot of 
discussion about how we 
can improve this process af¬ 
ter the next Census, which is 
something I hope we can ac¬ 
complish. Many worthwhile 
ideas are already being con¬ 
sidered.

Dove season promising 
despite the weather 

Few Kentuckians can re¬ 
member a weirder summer, 
weather wise. Early morn¬ 
ings in mid-August so cool 
you could almost see your 
breath. Grass as lush and 
green as it is in late April 
lasting all summer long. 

Flooding conditions in 
July coupled with just a few 
days of actual Kentucky 
summer heat. This weather 
puzzles humans, but the 
doves don’t mind. They are 
plentiful statewide and will 
provide plenty of opportu¬ 
nity for the opening of dove 
season on Sept. 1. 

“I think it is going to be 
a good season, despite all the 
wet weather,” said Rocky 
Pritchert, migratory bird co¬ 
ordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Doves 
are abundant this year. I am 
seeing a lot of them.” 

The first segment of 
dove season closes Oct. 24. 
The season opens again Nov. 
28 and closes Dec. 6. The 
third segment of dove sea¬ 
son opens Dec. 28, 2013 and 
closes Jan. 3, 2014. The daily 
bag limit remains 15 doves. 

“Our public dove hunt¬ 
ing fields on our wildlife 
management areas are over¬ 
all in good shape,” Pritchert 
said. “Some of our fields 
came in a little late and we 
had to switch our grains from 
sunflowers to millet. Millet 
has a shorter growing period 
than sunflowers. There is a 
lot of variance across Ken¬ 
tucky this year.” 

The first two weeks of 
dove season see the highest 
participation from hunters, 
but not necessarily the best 
hunting. 

“Traditionally, dove sea¬ 
son was the first thing to come 
in,” Pritchert said. “Hunters 
will hunt hard for the first 
couple of weeks; then other 
seasons come in such as deer 
or early wood duck.” 

Dove hunters who want 


the fields for themselves 
should continue to hunt af¬ 
ter the initial rush, especially 
this year. Those who can gain 
permission to hunt silage 
fields just after their harvest 
may see more doves than on 
opening day. 

“The silage is going to be 
late,” Pritchert said. “It is not 
browning at all from what 
I’ve seen. I saw some brown¬ 
ing silage in west Kentucky, 
but overall it is still green 
and healthy.” 

When farmers cut those 
silage fields to fill their si¬ 
los, they leave waste grains 
on the fields. Doves flock to 
them. 

Dove hunting is a social 
tradition in Kentucky. That 
aspect makes it a perfect 
venue to introduce a child, 
family member or friend to 
hunting. 

“Dove hunting offers 
great opportunity for social 
hunting with friends and 
family and that aspect makes 
it great for new hunters,” said 
Jamie Cook, mentor hunting 
coordinator for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “It is al¬ 
ways good for new hunters 
to go with more people.” 

The nature of dove hunt¬ 
ing also makes it great for 
kids. “Kids don’t have to sit 
still all of the time like in a 
tree stand for deer hunting,” 
Cook said. “There is a lot of 
action and kids can get up 
and move around. It is hard 
for a youngster to sit around 
and remain quiet for long pe¬ 
riods of time.” 

Cook also recommended 
a single shot 20-gauge shot¬ 
gun for a kid learning dove 
hunting. “The single shot 
teaches more about hitting 
that first bird than just quick, 
repetitive shooting,” he said. 
“It instills shot discipline and 
a single shot is much more 
affordable.” 

Dove hunters must have 
a valid Kentucky hunting 
license along with either a 
Kentucky Migratory Bird 
Permit or a Kentucky Water- 
fowl Permit before taking the 
field. 

“Buy lots of shotshells 
and go have fun,” Pritchert 
said.

The least rated among our 
Commonwealth three D-I teams, 
Kentucky still has legitimate 
reasons for optimism. They are 
simply ‘over’ the horizon. 

Fan revival and Mark Stoops 
recruiting successes for this year 
and next are noteworthy, but I 
suggest the best news for Big 
Blue fans came two weeks ago.
